And yet is it too much to say that the great pror 

portion of our chureh-members never think of the 


Tere one great compensation which our Lord 


Holy Spirit? This is not the fault of our professed. 


creed, for we all say “I believe in the Holy Ghost.” 
But is that statement real to us, is the belief it de- 
clares fruitful? For we cannot live as Christians 
without the Comforter. 

The “Man Christ Jesus” consented to be dependent 
on the Spirit’s power throughout his earthly ministry. 
This dependence, true of his whole earthly life, was 
maintained even after the resurrection. After the 
ascension the Divine Receiver becomes the great 
Transmitter (Acts 2:33). And it is the agency of 
the Spirit alone which makes Christ’s astounding 
statement possible, “Greater works than these shall 
the believer do” (John 14: 12).

walked around.” The Greek is peripafeo, and it does 
not mean anything except to “walk around.” There 
must have been a tread of triumph in this man’s 
promenade! How Jesus must have nodded his head 
in smiling approbation, even if the Jews were frown- 
ing. “There is a wonder of interest in the fact thaf 
practically all the many directions in the Epistles 
teaching Christians how to walk use this same word, 
peripateo. “So we also should walk around in new- 
ness of life”.(Rom. 6:4); “walk around in love, as 
Uhrist also has loved us” (Eph. 5:2); “walk around 
in wisdom towards them that are without” (Col. 
4:5); “that we may walk around honestly” (1 Thess. 
2:12); “I beseech you that ye walk around worthy 
of the vocation wherewith ye are called” (Eph. 4:1); 
“that ye would walk around worthy of God, who hath 
called you unto his kingdom and glory” (1 Thess. 
2:12). That is, our Christian walk is to be a testi- 
mony to what God has done for us. Surely we will 
be careful of the places we walk around in, and the 
places we do not walk around in, if we are really 
God’s peripatetics.

Power that Cannot be Misused 


“What a thing is power, and what a thing it is to 
have it and not to know how to use it.” This was 
the sorrowful reflection of the famous hunter-philoso- 
pher in one of J. Fenimore Cooper’s stories. He had 
shot an eagle merely to show his skill, and then his 
conscience troubled him for his wanton act. What an 
army of tyrants will some day have to give account 
for the misuse of.power! It is a blessed fact how- 
ever that God’s power cannot be misused—for the 
very moment one to whom it has been entrusted at- 
tempts its misuse it automatically ceases to be power. 
Nine of the disciples were unable to cast out the 
evil spirit from the demon-possessed boy, though 
they had done such things previously. Dr. Howard 
Agnew Johnston thinks their loss of power was the 
result of jealousy. Their failure occurred at the 
very time they were angry with James and John for 
asking for the best peak in the kingdom. For 
whatever reason, however, the power may be lost, it 
can be regained instantly, for the right need, for the 
proper use. It is folly to attempt God’s work with- 
out God. 


The Tenant for Life 


Even the great work of winning the world stood 
aside until the words had become true of the ser- 
vants as of their Master,—“They were all filled with 
the Holy Spirit” (Acts 1:4; 2:4). 

How real a Person was the Holy Spirit to the 
first Christians! If there is a need for foreign work 
to be undertaken, it is the Holy Spirit who separates 
and calls the missionaries (Acts 13:2). And if 
churches are built up arid multiply it is by the “sus- 
taining companionship of the Holy Spirit” (Acts 
9:31). If church-officers are to be chosen, they 
must not be simply men of business capacity. Are 
they full of the Holy Spirit? For this is reckoned 
indispensable, even for the keeping of the church’s 
accounts and the distribution of her offertories 
(Acts 6:3). 

Our church life as a whole falls far short of the 
Apostolic pattern, which was nevertheless lived out 
by men of like passion with ourselves. When we 
set on foot some new project we form committees 
and display much laudable energy; but do we usu- 
ally wait on God in the matter that we may be en- 
abled by the Spirit to carry it out? 

We often are tempted to think time spent in 
prayer an encroachment upon business. If church- 
membership declines, it is to new “attractions” rather 
than to the reinforcement of the Holy Spirit that we 
look for the desired improvement. 

By infinite labor we push the locomotive ourselves; 
but, if the true motive power were within, we should 
progress twice as fast with half the expenditure of 
strain. 

The main purpose of Pentecost was not so much 
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the working of wonders as it was the miraculous 
witness of transfigured lives and testifying lips. 
Have we not missed this power because we are 
content to believe that the Holy Spirit is present in 
the church as a whole, without realizing his personal 
relationship to each one? The New Testament 
teaches that the individual is the temple of the Holy 


Spirit, and the church is an aggregate of such units . 


knit together and possessed =o Spirit (1 Cor. 
3:16; 6:19; Eph. 2: 21, 22). e humblest member, 
no less than the highest archbishop, may be full of 
the Holy Spirit; the church cannot be full if her 
members are empty,—and many of them are. The 
Satanic tenant who when ejected threatens, “I will 
return into my house,” can only be kept from the 
door by our obtaining a permanent occupier. 

I do not forget that no regeneration or conversion 
takes place without the Spirit’s work, for “if an 
man have not the Spirit of Christ, he is none of his.” 
But a distinct enduement is pressed upon the Ephe- 
sian converts as an imperative, yet continuous com- 
mand: “Be filled with the Spirit” (Eph. 5:18; 1:13). 

Five conditions appear to be laid down as steps 
into power. 


1. Repentance and Remission of Sins (Acts 2: 38, 
9), that break with the past, and entrance into 

ivine relationship,—the death unto sin and the new 
birth unto righteousness,—the living gift which is, 
to every believing soul, the fulfilmeft of the cove- 
nant made in Christian baptism,—a conversion which 
repents, believes, and confesses Christ. 

2. Earnest Prayer (Acts~ 4:31; Luke 11:13). 
“When they had prayed, they were all filled with the 
Holy Spirit.” The Heavenly Father gives the Holy 
Spirit to them that ask him. 

3. A Cleansed Heart (Acts 15:9; fomes 
Phil. 4:7). “He gave them the Holy Spirit, having 
purified their hearts by faith.” The state of heart 
purity is not merely pardon for past sins, but a 
present provision, whereby the inner source from 
which the evil deeds have sprung is divinely purified 
and kept from defilement by maintenance of a trust- 
ful attitude; so that the fountain sends forth “sweet 
water” instead of “bitter.” Christ can and _ will 
transform the tastes and desires, and garrison both 
hearts and thoughts. So that while there is no arro- 
gant assumption of sinlessness, which stands auto- 
matically condemned as self-deceit, yet there is a 
real joy and a clearer vision, a new experience of 
vigtory in temptation.

Reaching Our Soldiers 
With God’s Word 


Several years ago you had in the Times an article on 
the Pocket Testament League. In the last Literary 
Digest an article tells of the great good being accom- 
plished among the soldier boys in the trenches in 
Europe. 

I thought possibly you might be able to tell me what 
work of this nature is to be undertaken for our soldier 
boys and under what agency. 

Since reading your article mentioned above, I have 
been greatly interested in this movement for reaching 
men through God’s Word, and I should like very much 
to join in such a movement and take up the work or 
aid such a work here among our own soldier boys.— 
An Oregon Reader. 


Immediately upon the entrance of the United 
States into the war, a committee of business men in 
Philadelphia was organized to carry forward among 
our soldiers and sailors the uerk of the Pocket 
Testament League so wonderfully blessed of God 
among British soldiers, particularly in the great 
training camps. This committee is made up of men 
who are accustomed to large plans in Christian work. 
The chairman of the committee is Mr. Joseph M. 
Steele, who was chairman of the committee in 
charge of the Billy Sunday campaign in Philadelphia. 
It is a group of men on fire with evangelistic zeal, 
and it is in recognition of the opportunity and the 
need that these men are planning on an adequate 
scale to present the Gospel message to the men who 
are preparing for whatever service the country may 
call upon them to render. 

The Pocket Testament League was founded some 
years ago by Miss Helen Cadbury, of Birmingham, 
England, who became the wife of the evangelist and 
famous leader of song, Mr. Charles M. Alexander. 
In the evangelistic campaigns in various parts of the 
world in which Mr. and Mrs. Alexander were asso- 
ciated with Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman, the Pocket Testa- 
ment League gradually developed into an exceedingly 
important factor in definite soul winning, and in con- 
serving the results, for the plan wonderfully opens 
the way to conversions and to definite decisions for 
Christ, and includes an agreement on the part of 
the recipient of the Testament to carry the little 
book wherever he or she goes and to read a chapter 
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4. An Obedient Walk (Acts 5:32). Where the 
deliberate choice has made to transgress will- 
ingly no known law of God, to be honest in baring 
the heart to the Lord’s gaze, there the Comforter 
broods and finds full admission. Obedience -at all 
costs to God is the best welcome to the Holy Spirit. 

5. Claiming our Possession (Acts 8:17; 19:2; 
ohn 7:39). The Christian is meant to “receive the 

oly Spirit.” Failure to understand this is fatal. 
Now “receive” means far more than willingness on 
God’s part, it implies the active grasping on man’s 
part (same word as “take,” Rev. 22:17). And only 
too often men go on asking, instead of “taking,” the 
gift which is offered. To rise from the knees and 
without emotion to reckon the promise fulfilled; and, 
stepping out, actually to find it is true,—this is the 
receiving the fulness of the Holy Spirit. The trans- 
action once.accomplished is to be daily maintained. 
We draw upon the Holy Spirit every time when our 
needs press. 


The Christian is not meant to be unnatural, but 
he is hardly a Christian at all unless his life be super- 
natural. ° 

The enemy of the soul may indeed, as Bunyan 
pictured him, cast the cold water of temptation or 
discouragement upon the upward-leaping flame of 
life; but the unseen Master is ready to pour con- 
tinually the holy oil of the Spirit on the soul, so 
that, in spite of all, the fire may burn in daily victory. 

If the output is greater, then the inflow shall be 
proportionately increased. Every emergency, with 
its cry for help, may bring an abundant answer to 
meet the special need. . 

The soul which seeks and finds this promised gift, 
does pass, whether consciously or not, from weak- 
ness to power. The apostles failed when they 
attempted to imitate Christ in their own strength, 
even when the living Example was before them. They 
found the secret of success only when the power to 
reproduce was implanted within them. 

The Holy Spirit’s power is not limited. It cannot 
be too strongly insisted upon, that while we can do 
by ourselves what we can do, He is given to make 
us do what we cannot do—to give power in our 
work, and guidance in our walk, to impart a secret 
that will paralyze sin and sloth and worldliness in 
our lives, and transfigure them. into the Apostolic 
Pattern.

a day. Many readers of The Sunday School Times 
will remember stories of this work as told in these 
columns by J. Kennedy MacLean and Mr. George 
T. B. Davis, the International Secretary of the 
movement, who has been so marvelously used of 
God to extend the blessings of the League on sea 
and shore. The writer of these words once trav- 
eled several thousand miles with Mr. Davis, and saw 
the Pocket Testament League at work among sailors, 
mechanics, passengers of all sorts and conditions, and 
became himself a beneficiary of the plan. 

In such experiences as the following, related by 
Mr. Davis, Mr. Alexander and this faithful co- 
worker of his have shared again and again: “At the 
close of a meeting in , a wounded soldier, who 
had one hand in a glove, came up and asked if I had 
been in Peking, China, six years ago at a soldiers’ 
meeting held in the American Legation. When I 
answered in the affirmative, he said he remembered 
Mr. Alexander leading them in the singing, and that 
an Australian at the piano (Mr. Robert Harkness) 
had written a special soldiers’ hymn for the occasion. 
The soldier said he had joined the League iat that 
time, and had carried his League Testament wher- 
ever he went ever since. He said that in the battle 
of the Aisne a year ago last September he had been 


wounded and had been left lying on the battlefield - 


for two days. When they found him they ripped off 
part of his jacket containing the Testament and 
threw it away, he himself being so weak from los$ 
of blood that he could not tell them to save it. He 
said that he had already signed a League membership 
card six years ago, and would not sign another, but 
he would very much like to have another League 
Testament. You may be assured that he received one 
without delay.” 

Necessarily, the special committee having in charge 
the work. among our soldiers and sailors will have 
to await the exact plans of the government before 
the more extensive features of the League can act- 
ually be put into effect. Meanwhile plans are form- 
ing, and Mr. Alexander as chairman of the. Execu- 
tive Committee is not idle. He has receritly been at 
work at State College, Penna., where more than eight 
hundred of the students have. signed -membership 
cards, and have accepted Pocket Testaments. These 
young fellows are-already under military training, so 
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that Mr. Alexander has not had to wait for training 
camps to be organized. A hint of the work is given 
on the last page of this issue, and opportunity is 
there offered in ‘a definite way for readers of this 
paper to have a share in the great work that is 
beginning. A previous announcement in the issue 
of April 14 met with prompt and interested response, 
and all-who would like to know that they are havi

Victory While We Are Weak 


I fear that the difficulties still remain, and my life 
is still “Failure” and not “Victory” in most things. 

Life is becoming pretty problematic these days, with 
the increased cost of living, not very good health, and 
other depressing things, such as looking forward to 
more surgical treatment, after having already had more 
of that sort of thing than I wished. But those things 
are not the main trouble, if I could only rise above the 
inertia and lack of spiritual ambition which they cause. 

I note you say that Christ is no stronger in a strong 
body than in a weak one. But one’s mental and 
spiritual grasp are not so keen in a weak y.—A 
Doubting Seeker. : 


You say “If I could only rise above the inertia and 
lack of spiritual ambition which they [circumstances] 
cause.” But how about Christ? ou never can 
raise yourself; but has Christ the power to lift you? 
It must be wholly and exclusively his work if it is 
ever done. When is he going to have more power 
than ‘he has to-day? When is he going to be more 
ready to do it than he is to-day? hen is he going 
to be more faithful to you than he is to-day? ‘There 
is only one answer to these questions. So will you 
not tell him now that you thank him that he és doing 
‘the whole work that is needed for you, and that 
that is all that-is necessary? For it is. 

You say that in a weak body one’s mental and 
spiritual grasp are not so keen. But it is not “one’s 
mental and spiritual grasp”-that is the secret of the 
Victorious Life; it is Christ’s mental and spiritual 
grasp that is our only hope, our all-sufficient assur- 
ance and victory. And is Christ’s mental and spiritual 
grasp as keen and clear and powerful while you are 
in a weak body as when you. aie in a strong one? 
Yes, praise God, it is the same yesterday, to-day, and 
forever! And it is in human weakness that his 
power is made perfect (2 Cor. 12:9). He is only 
waiting for you to praise him for his sufficiency; not 
for your grasp on him, but for his grasp on you. 

Just turn forever away from your circumstances 
and from yourself, and look at Jesus and his per- 
fection. His perfection guarantees the perfection of 
his. work for-you and his deliverance of you, now 


and always.

Does God Save Only Certain Persons? 


“God is love; more we cannot ask, higher we cannot 
look, farther we cannot go. To suppose that God for- 
gives or punishes sin according as His mercy is 
sought or unsought is to misunderstand love, and 
makes prayer the safety-valve for wrong-doing.” 

A friend sent me this. It does not satisfy me. Please 
explain what is right and what is wrong in it.—A North 
Carolina Subscriher. 


Because God is love he has paid the penalty of 
man’s sin himself, and has thereby provided for all 
men the way of escape from the eternal disaster 
and death penalty of their sins. But, equally be- 
cause God is love, he does not force himself upon 
any one. He made man in his own image, with free 
will to choose what man pleases. He has fully re- 
vealed to mankind his plan of salvation, through his 
Word the Bible. Then he leaves the matter with 
men, for them to accept or reject his love and his 
salvation through Christ. 

That nothing should be left undone, after the 
work of redemption was finished God sent his Holy 
Spirit into the world to convict men of sin and 
show them the Saviour and their need of a Saviour. 
And “as many as received him [Jesus Christ the 
Saviour], to them gave he the right to become chil- 
dren of God, even to them that believe on his name” 
(John 1: af “For God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth 
on hjm should not perish, but have eternal life” 
(John 3:16). “And him that cometh to me,” Jesus 
declared, “I will in no wise cast out” (John 6: 37). 

According as God’s love and mercy are received 
or rejected by men, men will spend eternity in 
heaven with, God or in hell forever lost and separated 
from God. To say anything else is to misunder- 
stand God’s love and to make him a liar, even as some 
men do (1 John 5:10). “All have sinned” (Rom. 
3:23); and God’s work of redemption and offer of 
salvation through the death of his only Son is not a 
“safety-vyalve for wrong-doing,” but is God’s lov- 
ingly offered safety for the otherwise lost sinner. 
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“ARGE numbers of people become interested in 
Christian Science because it promises relief from 
physical pain and suffering. So does a’ bullet. 

Before learning the mysteries of this so-called sci- 


‘ence, most people have referred to it or heard it re- 


ferred to without knowing what it is. The popular 
idea of it, probably, is that it is a mixture of three 
different things: “will-power,” “mind over matter 
(in the ordinary sense), and “faith cure.” It is 
neither, nor is it a mixture of any. Will-power is 
specifically rejected and condemned by Mrs. Eddy. 
toicism is not Christian Science. ‘ en 

Christian Science teachers say that “disease origin- 
ates in the mind and its cure rests in the mind,” and 
that matter is unreal—a false belief. Thus “mind 
over matter” means, in Christian Science, “Mind over- 
throwing the false belief in a real physical body. 
But is the material body a false belief? Mrs. Eddy 
says, “Mortal eyes have never seen man,” but we 
have yet to find one of those things we see when we 
lock into the mirror *(call it what you will) who did 
not have to feed at stated intervals on real food in 
order to postpone a real funeral. e, 

By “faith cure” most people mean a petition to God 
with faith in his power and willingness to heal them. 
Christian Science does not petition God for anything. 

Many have been misled by the narrating of Mrs. 
Eddy’s first “discovery” of the Christian Science 
method of healing. Here is the story as told by Mr. 
Shields, of the Board of Lectureship of the Mother 
Church, in Atlantic City, N. J., January 31, 1916: 
“Mrs. Eddy’s first awakening to the divine healing 
power came to her when, from the effects of an acci- 
dent, her recovery seemed: beyond all earthly hope. 
Her carly spiritual training tended to inspire confi- 
dence in the power of God to heal the sick, so, when 
man reached his extremity and failed, she turned to 
God to verify’ that early confidence. Her healing 
was instantaneous!” 


Cannot God Know About Sin? -“ 


This is distirictly not Christian Science. But ev 
if we grant that this is ‘an honest account of her heal- 
ing, the early spiritual training doubtless prompted 
the turning to God in petition for help; and, having 
previously used all material means supplied in the 
same way as is our food, raiment, and shelter, her ex- 
tremity might have been one in which God's over- 
ruling providence alone could prolong her life. But 
after recovery, it seems that Mrs. Eddy set up the 
claim that she had healed herself, and that she did it 
by a method which she proceeded to capitalize and 
thrust on a not unwilling world full of sin, sickness, 
and woe. 

But here, mark you, she leaves the “early training,” 
and teaches us that God does not even ‘know any- 
thing about our sickness, because sin, sickness, and 
death are unreal, and because “God is of purer eyes 
than to behold evil,” and what God does not behold 
or see does not exist. By reference to the whole 
passage in Habakkuk 1:3, 13, from which this claim 
is falsely drawn, it will be seen that-the statement is 
clearly made that God is too pure to countenance 
evil-doing, and the inspired writer’s plea was that 
God should not longer withhold correction from the 
wicked. 

By this time we must understand that, as God did 
not even know that Mrs. Eddy was sick, her healing 
was not in response to her “turning to God to verify 
her early confidence,” but had come about in some- 
what the following manner: As sickness is “unreal,” 
its so-called “healing” comes through the understand- 
ing gained in Christian Science that ‘it.is unreal, and 
this understahding may be arrived at only through 
the acceptance of the so-called “scientific” concept in 
place of and in spite of the evidence of the senses. 
And this concept is that as man was created in God’s 
image he is forever perfect, and cannot by any possi- 
bility sin or be sick, and therefore he can never be 


really healed except by “understanding” that he - 


never was sick! Thus no one has been healed who 
admits ever having been sick, and all who claim to 
have been healed (implying by that claim a belief in 
a former sickness) are still in error! 

But why do people get well under Christian Science 
when they did not respond to other treatment? 

They do— sometimes ; and the reverse is very often 
true. Up to a few years ago (and I have heard no 
change in this) the Christian Scientists only claimed 
as large a percentage of cures as did the medical doc- 
tors. Several -physicians have told me that before 
they left medical college their professors told them 
that eighty percent of their patients would get well 
if nothing were done for them; ten percent could be 
helped, and the remaining ten percent would die in 
spite of all that could be done. 

We. must not overlook the fact that the larger 
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A business man, a layman in one of the largest 
evangelical denominations, upon whom Christian 
Science was forced by some friends as a therapeu- 
tic aid, here tells of his experiences with revealing 
frankness. His paper will be concluded in an early 
issue of the Times; after which other articles will 
continue the investigation of the subject, including 
a paper by a leading Christian Scientist, a discus- 
sion of that paper by the Editor, and an article by 
a converted Jewish Rabbi and former Christian 
Science Reader and Teacher. 








number of recoveries under Christian Science are 
because of a changed mental attitude; but we surely 
need not confine ourselves to the change required by 
Christian Science—a change from sense to a denial 
of everything sensible. Faith in God is indeed a 
desirable, laudable, and saving thing to have, but not 
belief in the Christian Science God who cannot even 
know of our sickness. 

Of those who apparently recover physical health 
under Christian Science treatment, many were sick 
from a mental cause (such as bereavement, domestic 
infelicity, shock, terrors of the imagination, or addic- 
tion to some bad habit), and the changed mental atti- 
tude constituted a removal of cause. Such a change, 
involving a spectacular deliverance from the power of 
a specific fear or grief or bad habit, is often produced 
through love of a woman, or of a man, as the case 
may be, sometimes through love of a child, or through 
diversion of the mind into business or philanthropic 
work; arid itis not only more commendable, but far 
more frequent; that cases of this kind are delivered 
from specific mental ills without recourse to that 

reatest of all mental ills and Cemetery of Souls— 

hristian Science, so-called. 

Others, sick from a physical cause (or, if you will, 
in some cases sick enough physically from a mental 

use to require more than mental treatment to re- 
eStablish-the physical functions) received the applica- 
tion of this mental treatment as a curative agent, 
and of these many died; while others were persuaded 
to exert greater effort to manifest physical activity in 
spite of weakness and pain, and then by denying the 
suffering delude themselves into believing, or at least 
declaring, they had recovered health. Of this last 
class, some recover through lapse of time, naturally, 
and in spite of the treatment, but the great majority, 
even though perhaps temporarily deluded, find their 
diseases to have progressed during the very time they 
were denied—and neglected. 

Here is shown how ridiculous, not to say biasphe- 
mous, is the claim that this “healing” is a revival of 
the healing performed by Jesus. In this case, the sick 
must be healed by knowing there is no sickness—in 
other words, he must prove worthy by denying he has 
any need of healing. But in the case of the ten 
lepers,. although nine were unworthy they were 
cleansed of their leprosy, and it would be an elastic 
imagination indeed which could conceive that any of

It should be kept in mind that few of those attempting 
to be Christian Scientists are to be relied upon to explain 
the teachings of the sect, because of prejudice and of the 
lack of uniformity of comprehension and of ability to im- 
part mental impressions, and finally because of the differ- 
ent meaning imposed by Christian Science upon many 
words that have long been used in Christian conversation 
and literature. 

It should also be kept clearly in mind that Christian 
Science makes the absolute claim that it has taken the 
Bible as its only authority. 














the ten who cried out for healing ever attempted to 
deny the reality of sickness. 

It should be clear to the reader by this time that, 
no matter what may be told by would-be “Scien- 
tists,” Christian Science, properly speaking, does not 
even claim to heal sickness, but does claim, if you 
will submit to its teachings, to place you in a mental 
condition: in which -you will see sickness, sin, death, 
and the éntire material universe, not as realities, but 
as delusions or false beliefs. 

This mental state is a Fool’s Paradise, wherein 
one may appear serenely unconscious of his real 
surroundings; and it is this which causes the unin- 
formed to think that the victim has found true and 
lasting happiness. 

The sick must of course decide for himself whether 
he wishes to enter such a mental condition, but he 
ought not to be drawn into it without first being 
plainly told that the practitioner does not propose to 
cure his sickness, but to make him “understand” that 
he is not sick, because sickness is only a false belief. 

Do yet know that Christian Science teachers tell us 
that if the ordinary and natural eliminative functions 
of the body, which in health are performed daily, 
should cease to operate for considerable periods of 
time, no anxiety need be felt on that account by the 
patient who is taking “Science” treatment? When a 
patient expresses concern about this matter, a case is 
cited of a man past ninety years of age in whom this 
function did not operate for three months, but he is 
said to have survived. With an air of mystery, the 
practitioner tells the patient that this matter “is being 
taken care of in another way.” Different practition- 
ers in different cities at widely different periods of 
time have assumed a common attitude in this regard, 
and many cases have resulted in the gravest conse- 
quences because of the neglect to which the patients 
have been persuaded to submit. One patient known 
to the author developed organic heart trouble from: 
the anemia produced by the resultant poisoning of the 
system. Another, at the instance of Christian Sci- 
ence practitioners, refused relief by material means 
for a period of thirty days, and as a result suffered so 
far worse a condition as to necessitate a surgical 
operation for relief, which involved the removal of 
almost unbelievable quantities of waste matter, and 
the further state of invalidism for many months, the 
jn: saa of which has not at this writing been deter- 
mined. 


Must We Ignore the Senses? 


Don’t forget that in order to be a Christian Scien- 
tist you must ignore and deny the evidence not only 
of your senses, but of all material things—the evi- 
dence of the scales which say you are losing weight; 
of the thermometer which says you have fever; of the 
mirror; of the camera; of all scientific instruments. 

And even though none of the Christian Scientists 
can do this to any great extent, they are trying to 
bring up their children as far as possible in ignorance 
of physiology, in the hope that future generations 
may be better able to ignore such evidence and thus 
sooner attain a perfect demonstration of the unreality 
of the material body. But if they would stop feed- 
ing, toc, they would probably succeed in getting rid 
of the body much sooner. However, as some of 
them express it, they must “guard against taking 
Science too literally !” 

Many people who give credit to Christian Science 
for their recovery have really been helped to a cer- 
tain repose while waiting for it, and in some cases 
their recovery has been hastened by the improvement 
in physical conditions ensuing upon the feeling of 
confidence, the relaxation of mind and body, which 
comes when we feel that we have turned our case 
over to another agency and there is nothing more for 
us todo; This is the submissive attitude which leaves 
us open to the benefit of mental healing, and that is 
one thing that Christian Science can do toward heal- 
ing disease—treat by suggestion and teach auto-sug- 
gestion. 

It is not the God of Abraham, of Isaac, and of 
Jacob who heals, but the Christian Science idea of 
God as a Principle, all-good and all, which, appre- 
hended by the individual, supplies the previous lack 
of the “understanding” that evil is non-existent and 
that man cannot be sick, cannot sin, and cannot die. 

But many who are helped by mental treatment 
(oftentimes following previous treatment of other 
kinds, and the time, rest, change of habits, etc., in- 
volved thereby), in giving the credit to Christian 
Science accept a religion which teaches that they 
never were sick, that they have no real mind and no 
real body, and that God does not ever know of a 
case of sickness and therefore could not answer a 
petition for healing sickness if he would!

t %-- fact that we announced our Children’s Day 
program at Sunday-school and church—that of the 
First United Presbyterian Church of York, Pa.,—in 
the morning, and held the service in the early even- 
ing is believed to be largely responsible for the success 
of the event.

The interior of the church was draped with honey- 
suckle from chandelier to chandelier, while the altar 
was artistically banked with roses. in the corner of 
the pulpit stood an arch, made of wood and covered 
with fern, shingle fashion, and the arch was cov- 
ered with flowers. At the top of the arch we 
had a Christian and an American flag crossed; the 
Sunday-school room was decorated with flags and 
banners to arouse enthusiasm in the Sunday-school 
and create the Children’s Day spirit for the evening. 

The first three pews were left vacant on the right 
and left sides of the church, and at 6.30 P.M. promptl 
the prelude was played. As soon as-that had ended,

Infancy in Contrast with Age 


OODLAWN is one of the most attractive of the 

many residential sections in the city of Birming- 
ham, Alabama. One of the largest and most active of 
the twenty-eight Southern Methodist Churches of Bir- 
mingham is located near the center of this community, 
—the Woodlawn Methodist Church. They have a 
beautiful modern building, which was completed 
about five years ago. The Sunday-school is graded, 
having every department from the Cradle Roll to the 
Home Department. 

The many needs of the new church absorbed the 
time, strength, and funds of the members, so for 
several years “special days” have received little atten- 
tion. In ro15, however, the Sunday-school decided 
to observe Children’s Day. A committee was ap- 
pointed, with a general chairman. The detail work 
was divided among several sub-committees. One 


committee attended to the decorating of the church. 
Another had charge of the program. Still another 
secured automobiles to bring some of those ‘who were 





to take part on the program to the church. Every 
little detail was poe n= arranged and provided for 

beforehand, so that the whole service was carried 

through with no awkward pauses to mar its beauty. 

The program consisted of songs (some motion songs) 

and recitations by the children and short talks by 

two or three adults, and was well carried out. 

The rostrum had been enlarged, and at the two 
middle .aisles an inclined floor laid from the rostrum 
to the floor of the auditorium. After the school had 
assembled, down these two aisles came a procession 
of go-carts, all wrapped in white and decorated with 
flowers. Each cart held a real live beautiful baby,— 
their ages ranging from seven to nine months,—and 
all members of the Cradle Roll.

Back of the baby carriages were two very inviting- 
looking arm-chairs. As the oldest gentleman in the 
church, accompanied by an usher, came down one 
aisle the oldest lady, dressed in silver-gray silk, and 
sores by the other usher, came down the opposite 
aisle. 

These two handsome and much loved members of 
the church were also members of the Home Depart- 
ment of the Sunday-school. ‘They occupied the seats 
of honor on the rostrum, and were greeted with smiles 
more tender, if possible, than those given the babies. 
White carnations were presented to these two hon- 
ored guests and to the twelve babies. Of course the 
babies immediately began to tear theirs to pieces, but 
they furnished amusement and thereby helped to keep 
the little ones happy and good durifig the sathetidhg 

(for them) exercises. 

The church was beautifully decorated and filled 
with interested people. : 

A large class of children had been received into the 
church: a few Sundays previous, so: the only evangel- 
istic feature at this service was the baptism of several 
infants. The bringing together of the two extremes

A Missionary Theme 


HE preliminary preparations at Ninth Street 

Baptist Sunday-school included sending to our 
denominational Board for their Children’s Day pro- 
gram material, and securing the consent of one of 
our workers wit is also a teacher in a local day 
school to take charge of the drilling of the children. 
Our church is of the old-fashioned type,—auditorium 
on the second floor, and: Sunday-school quarters on 
the first. The auditorium is occupied o1 Sunday 
mornings by the large class of men taught by the 
pastor, and two class-rooms on that same floor are 
given up to the young men’s organized groups. It 
was decided to give the Children’s Day program 
downstairs, leaving these organizations undisturbed 
at their work. The assembly room of the main school 
is divided into three sections,—for juniors, second- 
aries, and adults; it has six contiguous class-rooms 
for adults and teens, and is separated by sliding 
doors from the primaries and: beginners, who have 
separate quarters. 

For this occasion primaries, Beginners, and all ‘the 
downstairs groups were assembled ; special invitations 
to the Cradle Roll babies and their mothers brought 
out twenty-nine tots’and infants, with mothers and 
grandmothers. 

Flowers were provided for the children, to each a 
cluster of rambler roses or daisies; these were do- 
nated from suburban gardens or picked in the dais 
fields. of the outlying districts. The Cradle Roll 
superintendent gave to each.of her little ones present 
a two-inch blossoming pink begonia. 

The program, “The Trail Illumined,” was mission- 
ary in character; the performers were juniors, sec- 
ondaries, and primaries. The opening song~ was 
given by the entire school, and followed by a respon- 
sive reading. The first number, “The Trail Dwellers,” 
included a recitation by a teen-age girl who was 
accompanied by eight junior boys and girls as “trail- 
dwellers.” They wore white muslin bands extending 
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from shoulder to hip and lettered “Negro,” “Immi- 
ant,” “Lumber Jack,” “Frontiersman,” “Remote 
illager,” “Railroad Man,” “Mountaineer,” “Slum- 


Dweller.” The recitation explained the need of each 
.trail-dweller. As these marched from the platform, 
Saviour calling.”

he second number was called “The Light of the 
World.” Six primary and-junior girls entered, each 
carrying an unlighted candle. They took their places 
on the platform in two columns facing each other. 
_ They song with bowed heads a song of lament called 
““The Light of the Worl,” and the chorus, or re- 
. sponse, was given by a young lady standing concealed 
behind the platform. At the close of the refrain a 
young teen-age girl entered with a lighted candle; as 
she touched each dark candle with the light, she re- 
peated a Bible verse, such as, “The people that sat 
in darkness saw a great light,” “Arise, shine, for thy 
light is come,” etc. 
_ Five junior boys composed one of the most interest- 
ing. groups—“The Peace Fleet.” They were dressed 
in sailor suits, wore white caps, and carried significant 
emblems. One held up a toy boat with white sails; 
another was the bearer of an anchor, a third an oar, 
the other two flags,—the American flag and the Con- 
quest flag. They sang a sailor song, whistling the 
chorus, Then each one in rhyme told of Gospel 
ships and what they carried to the different lands. 

Another song bythe school introduced “The Wheel 
on the Trail,” given by primary girls. Eight girls 
marched in, carrying a rope of evergreens and flowers; 
a junior girl of twelve followed and took her place 
in their midst. She wore a rope of flowers about her 
waist, and eight strands of leaves and flowers hung 
from this. The offering baskets in which were placed 
the class gifts for Children’s Day were brought to 
her by two girls. She took one in each hand, and the 
nine girls sang a prayer song, “Father, we give what 
first came from thee.” The offering baskets were 
then deposited upon the platform, and each of the 
‘girls carrying the flower rope stepped tepgprd on 

ii tarn Orfe’ stanza indicating what part 
the trail she visited. Then the eight circled about the 
central figure, clasping hands, and each holding one 
strand of her flower girdle, making a wheel. The 
music, in march time, continued long enough for two 
-revolutions of the wheel, when the children left the 
platform. 

Another chorus by the school completed this part of 
the program. The second part was given over to the 
Cradle Roll procession of babies and mothers and the 
distribution of the flowering begonias to them. 

The songs and recitations for this entire program 
came from the American Baptist Publication Society, 
Philadelphia;-to which was given the offering for the 
day. There were between five and six hundred 
present. We felt that the missionary impression on 
the school and visitors was deep and would be 
lasting. The unusual feature was that instead of 
having a miscellaneous program of unrelated ideas, 
this was, characterized by continuity of thought and 
purpose, and was distinctly worked gut along one 
theme.—Elizabeth Ferguson Seat, Cincinnati, Ohio.

o'clock at night; the place, a Y. M. C. A. “Hut” 

near Waterloo bridge, in the heart of London; 
and the audience, although all of them soldiers, yet 
fit recruits for a Bowery mission. 

When will Great Britain stop playing with the 
drink problem, and put this curse of hers away? 
Lloyd George said early in the war, “England has 
three enemies to het —Leereaane. Austria, and Drink, 
but her most dangerous enemy is the last named.” 

This particular hut in the center of London is a 
rendezvous for the British soldier spending his leave 
in London. Joined to the hut proper are dormitory 
accommodations for close to three hundred men, 
where good beds can be had for sixpence the night. 
It truly is a boon for these soldiers, especially for 
those passing through London to or from the front. 
Tens of thousands of soldiers there are thronging 
the streets of London daily, and many of these would 
have no place to spend the night but the parks, if it 
were not for these Y. M. C. A. huts. When the 
beds are filled, then the overflow sleep on the floor 
of the hut, which is no harder than their berths at 
the front. 

_But alas, before the boys reach the hut for the 
night, many of them have fallen into the clutches of 
the public-house and the ubiquitous girl of the street, 
who lays her snares for these soldier lads at every 
turn. And how we have longed for an Anthony 
Comstock over here, for the vile windows we must 
pass as we walk along the Strand, and in front of 
which there is always a crowd of men in khaki, 
make us long for a dauntless soul to be raised up 
over here, with Comstock’s courage and wisdom, to 
combat this glaring evil. 

_ So along toward midnight the boys come stagger- 
ing into these huts, drunken and besotted, many. of

them, some of them too i!l and drunken to get to bed. 
It was to such a crowd of men we came with the 
message of salvation. The meeting was of the short- 
est and most pointed, and conducted under the 
greatest difficulties. The men crowded around the 
piano, and sang loudly and none too coherently. The 
little chorus, “Marching On,” inspired one man con- 
siderably more than ““two seas over,” to make a 
charge against the Turks. He seized his chair and 
went charging Germans and Turks all around the 
room, until my husband reminded him that this was 
not a circus, when friendly hands pulled him down 
into a chair. 

_A drunken sailor and a soldier in the same condi- 
tion decided to exchange caps in the middle of the 
service, which ceremony was conducted with great 
solemnity; one fellow who had been sleeping his 
drunken slumber was seized with the drunkards’ 
deadly nausea, but no one paid any attention to the 
ghastly sight, and the meeting went on. Nothing 
seemed to grip the men until the song of mother 
and home was sung. Then I commenced to notice 
one man on the front row, who never took his eyes 
off the singer, and such tragedy I have never seen 
in'a human face. 

At the close of the very unconventional meeting, 
when an opportunity was given for those who wished 
to follow Christ to raise their hands, this man’s hand 
was the first to be raised: Others there were too 
who that night gathered around us at the close to 
say they would turn their poor broken lives over to 
the Master. + Before we left the hut, close to mid- 
night, we asked two of the younger soldiers to have 
dinner with us the next day at one o'clock, hoping 
to confirm their decision of ‘the night before. An- 
other young ‘fellow standirig ‘nearby edged up and 
asked if ‘he couldn’t be inichuded in that invitation 
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too. How glad we are now that we gave him a 
hearty invitation to join the number, Two other 
soldier lads standing ngar, who overheard the invi- 
tation and looked wistful, were also included, so that 
the next day our guests numbered five. 

As we passed out the door of the hut, we saw stand- 
ing in the shadow the man of the tragic face, the 
first to raise his hand that night. “Would you mind, 
Sir, if I walked back with you?” he asked. We. 
assured him of our eagerness to help him, and his 
story fairly gushed from his breaking heart. _ 

“Oh, sir, I've been one that was brought up right, 
to read the Bible, and to go to church and Sunday- 
school, and never did I forget these things until eight 
years ago when I went out to South Africa. -Then 
some way I commenced to drift, until I got to where 
you saw me to-night. And’ I might as well confess 
to you,” he continued, “that I’ve been an expert 

ambler, and have cheated many a man out of his 

rd-earned coin.” , 

He told us that on one voyage he and his “pal” had 
cleaned up over one hundred and fifty pounds. 

He had never once written his mother. But as the 
ship neared the old familiar shores, thoughts of the 
home he had left eight years before, and, above all, 
thoughts of that faithful loving old mother, began 
to tug at his heart, until he could scarcely wait for 
the boat to reach harbor. At last he was landed, and 
as fast as the train could carry him he sped north- 
ward. Yes, he was home, but the one he sought was 
not there. He reached his little home village the 
twentieth of December, to find that on the eighteenth, 
two short days before, they had laid his mother in 
the churchyard. 

His heart was broken, and in the interval before he 
must rejoin his regiment he was trying to forget his 
sorrow in the maelstrom of London’s night life. But 
that evening in the hut he found Christ, and with 
Him the hope of seeing again the mother he had 
loved and lost through his sin. 

And now for the sequel of the Saturday midnight 
meeting. At one o'clock the next da they arrived 
at our hotel—five brawny soldier lads, a little shy, 
but very pleased to be invited out for dinner by 
friends, even of so short an acquaintance. We took 
them to a near-by restaurant, where we gave them 
just all they could eat, finishing up with ice cream. 

It was a beautiful winter day for London, and as 
we emerged from the restaurant we were very much 
afraid the boys would be wanting to take advaytage 
of the sunshine and spend the rest of the afternoon 
out of doors, but we had other plans for them. We 
asked them if they would like to come back to our 
room a little while. Each one gave a hearty assent. 
“Now, boys,” I began, “you are away from home to- 
day, some of you a long way (one eighteen-year-old 
boy was from South Africa), and this is Sunday 
afternoon, and we were just wondering if perhaps 
it wouldn’t be nice to spend it as you used to spend 
it at home.” Some hymn-books were distributed, and 
then they asked for their favorite hymns. The first 
one was the “Glory Song,” then followed “Nearer, 
My God, to Thee,” “Lead Kindly Light,” “Yield Not 
to Temptation,” “Tell Mother T’ll Be There,” “God 
Will Take Care of You.” By that time we stopped 
because our voices gave out, although the little South 
African boy continued to suggest songs. 

We had a little friendly talk about what it meant 
to be a Christian, as three of them had given their 
hearts to Christ the night before. Then a couple 
of chapters in the Bible were read, and we all knelt 
in prayer. It was a touched and subdued group that 
arose from their knees. 

Far from being in a hurry to leave the “religious 
atmosphere” of the place, they lingered on until after 
five o’clock and then reluctantly said good-bye. One 
fine tall fellow, who at the front had won the “Dis- 
tinguished Conduct Medal,” as he took my hand said, 
“You can never know how I have enjoyed this after- 
noon, or what it has meant to me.” 

But the greatest joy came to us when as my hus- 
band accompanied the men to the elevator, one pulled 
at his coat and said, “Could I have a word with you 
alone, sir?” It was the boy of the night before, who 
had begged to be included in the invitation for din- 
ner. e told my husband one of the saddest stories 
that a soldier can tell, of an over-stayed leave, of a 
body diseased through sin, and of his fears for the 
future. “I did put my trust in Christ last night, sir, 
and I believe He has forgiven my sin, but I have 
over-stayed my leave twenty-five days, and if I go 
back they will sentence me to six months in prison. 
What am I to do, sir?” There was but one thing to 
tell him, and the boy promised to return that night 
to his barracks, and take the consequences. 

Some days later we received the following word 
from this boy: “I now take the greatest of pleasure 
in writing to let you know that ge back, as you 
told me, and got twenty-five days cells, and twenty- 
five days’ pay stopped, so I got off very lucky indeed. 
Would you please drop a line to my mother? [I 
don’t know how to thank you.” 

A second letter from this lad told of his giving out 
Testaments to the patients at a hospital to which he 
had been sent. “I told them,” he wrote, “the same 
as you told me, ‘Always put-your trust in God and 
pray, and he will watch over you.’”

Getting Started in Class 


NLY God knows how sinful sin is. Therefore 

it is only when God tells men about the “exceed- 

ing sinfulness of sin” (Rom. 7:13) that men 
can appreciate the blackness of their own sin. The 
ancient philosophers said to man, “Know thyself”; 
but it was an impossible command. Man cannot 
know himself by himself; only God can show him 
what man is. ; 

And that is why God has sent the Holy Spirit—who 
is God himself—into the world of lost and spirit- 
ually dead men. The Holy Spirit is ready to give 
men an X-ray photograph of themselves. hen he 
does this, then and then only do they see the utter 
blackness of their own hearts. Pass the Lésson Car- 
toon (on page 277) around in the class as a vivid 
illustration of this. When the Holy Spirit turns his 
light in upon us we see our own hearts so black, as 
Billy Sunday has said, that they would “make a black 
mark upon a piece of anthracite.”* 


Our Background Material 


It has been suggested that the three different offices 
of the members of the Godhead, the Trinity, may be 
stated as follows: “The Father wills; the Son works; 
the Spirit witnesses.” It must be borne in mind that 
this is not a hard and fast division; for the Father 
and the Spirit work, as well as the Son (John 5: 
17; 14:10); and the Son witnessed to the Father 
during his earthly ministry (John 17: 6, 26) ; and still 
other passages show the overlapping, as we may call 
it, of the distinctive offices of Father, Son, and 
Holy Spirit. 

But the phrase helps us to remember that: 

The wonderful plan of redemption for a lost world 
originated in the will of the Father (John 3: 16; 
14: 24, ati 17:2, 4; Heb. 10:7, 9). 

The Son is the one who worked out and completed 
the redemption of mankind, as shown in many Scrip- 
tures; Matthew 1:21; John 1:29; 17: 4; T9: 30. 

The Holy Spirit is the great witness to Christ and 
his finished work-as completing the will of the Father 
for the redemption of the world, as fully brought out 
in the Scripture of this week’s lesson. 

A single passage in which the three offices of the 
members of the Godhead are stated is Hebrews 10: 
10, 12, 14, 15. To make this threefold work of the 
Trinity clear to the class may save them much confu- 
sion of mind and uncertainty as they go on in their 
Bible study and Christian hfe, and can bring them 
great personal blessing. 


The Lesson Itself 


The references, except as otherwise noted, are to les- 

son-articles in this issue. Bold-face figures at the end 

of certain paragraphs in those articles will help in 
quickly locating the references. 

It has been said that the word “Comforter” is 
sometimes misunderstood to-day, because that word 
is so often associated with the idea of a down quilt 
or a feather bed! Whereas the word Comforter 
really means something entirely different: it stands 
for the most tremendous dynamic strength and power, 
and it means that that omnipotent strength is added 
to us, made ours. 

Comforter, Paraclete, Advocate,—these are names 
and Coeeriptiens of the a Spirit, rich with mean- 
ing. Dr. Griffith Thomas (II, 1) explains them illu- 
minatingly, and shows how Christ is doing for us 
above, in heaven, what the Holy Spirit is doing for 
us below, on this earth. 

Why was it better for the disciples that Jesus should 
leave them and go away in his bodily presence? Get 
the views of the class. Mr. Ridgway (1) gives an 
answer. And that the gift of the Holy Spirit actually 
depended, in some way, upon Christ’s ascension after 
completing the work of redemption is pointed out by 
Dr. Griffith Thomas (II, 3). 

Many, even Christians to-day, make the mistake of 
thinking of the Holy Spirit as an influence, a force, 
and actually use the pronoun “it” in refetring to him. 
How we may be sure to avoid this mistake 1s shown 
by Miss Frederick (1, 2). 

The first four verses of the sixteenth chapter, on 
the assured persecution of the disciples, might seem 
to be an interruption in our Lord’s discourse about 
the Holy Spirit; but they are not. Those verses are 
introduced by the last verse of the fifteenth chapter, 
and their connection with the entire discourse is 
explained by Dr. Griffith Thomas (II, 2). 

Do not miss the opportunity to help the class to 
become luminously clear on a subject on which most 
Christians are lamentably ignorant: the work of the 
Holy Spirit. Have them make a list of all the facts

brought out in this lesson about the Holy Spirit and 
his work, and make sure that each of these facts is 
explained and understood. For example, we find the 
following: : 


- Holy Spirit is the Comforter (15:26; 
14: 26). 

The Holy Spirit is sent by Christ, from the 
Father (15:26; 16:7). 

The Holy Spirit is the Spirit of truth (15:26). 

The Holy Spirit bears witness of Christ, tells 
people about Christ (15+ 26). 

The Holy Spirit could not come as he has unto 
believers unless Jesus went away (16:7). 

The Holy Spirit shows men what sin is, and con- 
vinces them that they are sinners (16: 8, 9). 

The Holy Spirit shows men what righteousness 
is, in relation to Christ and his work (16:8, io). 

The Holy Spirit corivinces metf'of certain’ coming 
jodgment, and shows them what that judgment is 

16:8, 11). 

The Holy Spirit has told and. tells believers 
truths that Jesus could not tell them: while he was 
with them in the body (16: 12,'13}. « 

The Holy Spirit guided the disciples into all the 
truth (and will thus guide all believers who will let 
him) (16:13). 

Be eed Spirit is himself the Spirit of .truth 

16: 13). 

The Holy Spirit does not-speak from himself, but 
speaks the things that he is commissioned to declare 
(he is a witness) (16: 13). 

The Holy Spirit predicts the future (16:13). 

The Holy Spirit glorifies Jesus Christ (16:14). 

The Holy Spirit takes of Christ’s and declares it 
unto believers (16:14). 


The verses on sin, righteousness and judgment 
(8-11) are more or less puzzling to any class or 
teacher; but they are completely and satisfactorily 
explained by Dr. Griffith Thomas (II, 4). Let the 
teacher make sure that he understands the explana- 
tion fully. Notice the relation of this passage to past, 
present, and future, and how Peter fulfilled in his 
sermon on the day of Pentecost what Christ here said 
the Holy Spirit (through the disciples) would do. 
This passage (verses 8-11) is a fundamental, key pas- 
sage of Scripture, throwing light on the entire New 
Testament. 


The Truth that Is Golden 


If God himself can be humble, we cannot afford not 
to be. Humility—when it is real, not counterfeit—is 
a marvelously beautiful thing. And the Bible reveals 
to us the marvelous and perfect humility of the 
Father, the Son, and the Spirit; for each member of 
the Godhead at one time or another puts another 
member of the Godhead forward. The humility of 
the Holy Spirit is revealed in verses 13, 14, and 15. 
The Father and the Spirit rejoice that in all things 
the Son is to have the pre-eminence: (Col. 1: 18). 
This “self abnegation” of each person of the Trinity 
is pointed out by Dr. Griffith Thomas. (II, 6); he 
shows that just in proportion as Christ fills. the life of 
any believer, that one is filled with the Spirit. Real 
humility is not ours when we are trying to stifle self ; 
it is ours only when we have let Christ work the 
miracle of putting our self to death and making him- 
self our life, as .we have the right.and the duty of 
claiming from him in accordance with God’s wonder- 
ful word in Galatians 2:20. Then Father, Son, and 
Holy Spirit are dwelling within us, and God’s humility 
is our humility (1 John 4:17).

THE HOLY SPIRIT AND HIS WORK 


(Pentecost Lesson.) John 15 : 26 to 16: 14. Commit verses 12, 13 
Golden Text: He shall teach you all things.—John 14 : 26 





Teaching Points 


Satan is our great Accuser,—that is what his name 
means (Rev. 12:10). Christ and the Holy Spirit are 
our Advocates (1 John 2:1; Rom. 8: 26). 
praise God, our Accuser is “an already defeated foe”; 
and each of our Advocates alone (and they are two 
to one) is infinitely greater in power than he! 

It has been said that, as the Holy Spirit is a wit- 
ness, he is here on earth as the Advocate for God 
with men, while Christ is in heaven as the Advocate 
for men with God. 


The fact that the Holy Spirit is given to us as 
“another Comforter” (John 14:16) shows that he 
was to do for the disciples and for us what Jesus had 
been doing for them. 

Study the leading editorial on the first two pages 
of this issue for light on the blessing and work of the 
Holy Spirit as our “Tenant for Life.” 

It was the disciples’ work to preach, in the power of 
the Holy Spirit, the Gospel that Christ wrought out 
(Dr. Griffith Thomas II, 5). 

It is better to let the Spirit lead us painlessly than 
painfully into all truth (Mr. Ridgway, 2). 

Why should the Holy Spirit be called the Comforter 
if he makes folks uncomfortable about their sins? 
The question is discussed in Pucker’s Class (Mr. 
Rogers), under the section “Discomforting Comfort.” 

Jesus had prevented persecution of the disciples 

during his earthly life-time (John 18:8, 9). “Their 
hour” (v. 4)—that is, the hour when the persecutors 
would have their way—would come when Jesus left 
this world after “they” had put him to death. And 
“their hour” is the hour of “the prince of this 
world” (John 14: 30; 1 John 5: 19). 
- Not until after Jesus had ascended and had given 
the Holy Spirit could his most intimate friends and 
believers and disciples rea¥y know him; for only then 
could they “know...the power of his resurrection” 
(Phil. 3:10). How gloriously “expedient” it was for 
them that he should. go away! For only the Holy 
Spirit*can ‘reveal to us and accomplish in us “the 
power of his resurfection.” 

The root of all sin is the sin of unbelief (v. 9), 
“the sin which doth so easily beset us” (Heb. 12: 1). 
Out of that root sin come all other sins that an 
man can commit. And over against that root sin is 
the root “work of God” which all men can do who 
will, and which prevents all sin: simple belief in 
Christ (John 6: 29; 1 Jobn 2:1).

The Lesson as a Whole

I, What Are the Facts? 
Connection.—Another part of Christ’s farewell 
is crucifixion (13 to 16). 
In chapter 15 he indicates a threefold relation of his 
disciples: to himself (vs. 1-11), consisting of union 
and communion; to one another (vs. 12-17), consist- 
ing of love and service; to the world (vs. 18-27), 
consisting of enmity and persecution. In connection 
with the last point, a promise is made of the Holy 
Spirit to vindicate Christ through his disciples after 
his departure. So that we have in marked centrast 
the enmity of the world and the power of the Spirit, 
the latter being the topic of the present lesson.

Il. What Do These Verses Mean? 


Verse 26.—Comforter. The original word, Para- 
clete, means Advocate or Helper, one called in to 
ertake the entire business or cause of a person 
(14:17; 16:13), and is only found in these chap- 
ters. ‘The same word is used of Christ (a a 
2:1). Christ links us to the Father, and the Spirit 
unites us to Christ. One is our Advocate above; the 
other our Advocate below. No English word is 
adequate to express its full meaning. .The word 
“Comforter” does not mean in its modern sense 
Consoler, but One who gives strength and courage, 
as is seen in the words “fortress” and “fortitude.”

Notwithstanding the hatred 
of the world, this would be the work of the disciples, 
and their qualification the gift of the Spirit. 

Chapter 16:1-4.—There would be opposition and 
yet progress, the opposition showing the need of the 
power of the Holy Spirit. (2) 

Verse 4.—Because I was with you. Up to that 
time it had not been necessary fo speak definitely of 
these things, because they would not have been. uh- 
derstood. Christ’s training of his disciples was 
gradual, and if they had been taught everything at 
once they would either have misunderstood it or else 
have been perplexed and repelled. Christ was en- 
deavoring to remove false ideas and hopes, and to 
show that those who were faithful to him must ex- 
pect tribulation. 

Verse 5.—Whither. In 13:36 and 14:5 the ques- 
tion had been asked, but only with the thought of an 
earthly separation, and the idea of his departure was 
so painful that they naturally avoided ‘further refer- 
ence to it. It was now clear that he was leaving 
earth, and viewed as an ordinary separation, sorrow 
overcame them, though Christ proceeds to say that 
the departure should cause joy, since they would lose 
nothing and gain much. 

Verse 7.—E-xpedient. There was something more 
important t bodily and local presence, and the 
departure of Christ would lead to the universal 
presence of the Spirit. In some way or another, the 
full explanation of which we do not know, the gift 
of the Holy Spirit depended on Christ’s ascension, 
because the Spirit was God’s gift to his Son for his 
people. Redemption must be completed, and Christ

cts 2: 33). (3 

Verse 8—When he is come, that is, unto the dis- 
ciples (v. 7). <A brief amplification will enable us 
to understand the truths of verses 8 to 11. Speaking 
to his disciples, Christ said: “It is expedient for you 
that I go away; for if I go nat away, the Comforter 
will not come unto’ you; but if I go, I will send 
him unto you.” And when he is come (that is, 
unto you), he will iehet is, through you) convict the 
world of sin and of righteousness and of judgment. 
The word “convict” means to bring home to the con- 
science the truth by demonstrative proof, and it in- 
cludes the ideas of convicting, convincing and re- 
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proving (3:20; 8:46). The testimony of the dis- 
ciples would first demonstrate to the world around 
the fact of sin, based uporf the solemn truth that 
they had rejected Christ as the Messiah: Then would 
come the demonstration of righteousness, because by 
his ascension and reception into heavén Jesus was 
proved to be righteous. Then there would be a 
demonstration of judgment, based upon the fact 
that at the cross, where the devil gathered all his 
strength, he had suffered everlasting defeat and his 
doom was settled. Thus, every time Christ should be 
preached by the disciples in the power of the Spirit 
there would come the conviction of judgment, as 
demonstrated v the victory of Calvary. This three- 
fold work of the disciples covers the whole of life: 
its past, in relation to sin; its present, in relation to 
Geepemnene ; its future, in relation to judgment. 

e first proves Christ to be’the true Messiah 
(5: 38) ; the second, the pure Lamb of God (8: 44); 
and the third, the universal Judge (5:27; Acts 17: 
31). On the Day of Pentecost, Peter proclaimed 
these three truths, for he declared to Israel their 
sin in not believing on Christ; proclaimed the right- 
eousness of Christ through the Resurrection; and 
announced in effect a definite judgment. This is a 
typical example of what always takes place as the 
result of preaching Christian truth. (4) 

Verse 12.—Many things, referring to the time after 
Pentecost with its fuller illumination (1 Cor. 3: 1,2). 
Dr. R. W. Dale once suggestively said that “Christ 
came not so much to preach the Gospel as that there 
might be a Gospel to preach.” (5) 

erse 13.—From himself. Notwithstanding the 
equality of Father, Son, and Spirit, it is beautiful to 
notice what has been called the “self-abnegation” of 
each Person of the Trinity. The Father testifies to the 
Son, the Son to the Father, and the Spirit to the Son, 
each bearing witness to the other. It is the province 
of the Holy Spirit to refer to and glorify Christ, and 
in proportion as Christ fills the life the believer is 
full of the Spirit. (6) 

Verses 13-15.—In this section the various results 
of the. Spirit’s coming into the believer’s life may be 
summed up in the word “assurance” (1 Cor. 2: 10-16). 

_ Verse 14.—Mine. Christ’s nature, not his posses- 
sions. 


Ill. The Heart of the Lesson 


This section provides an opportunity of concentrat- 
ing attention on the doctrine of the Holy Spirit as 
recorded .in John’s Gospel. ‘There is a striking prog- 
ress of doctrine which ought to find its counterpart 
in persona] experience. : 

1. The hte Spirit (3:5). This is-the com- 
mencement of the Christian life by the new birth of 
the Spirit. 

2. The Indwelling Spirit (4:14). Under the same 
figure of water,.the abiding presence of the Spirit 
in the believer is: indicated. 

3. The Ovitflowing Spirit (7:38, 30). Water 
again is used’ to’suggest the Holy Spirit. The ‘be- 
liever first drinks and then becomes a channel of 
blessing, rivers of living water flowing from him to 
others. ~* 

4. The Witnessing gy (14-16). This is the 
specific work of the believer through the Holy 
Spirit in testifying to the character of Christ, and 
thereby convicting the world of sin, righteousness, 
and judgment. This is vital, because no one has 
heard of a conversion to God apart from some hu- 
man agency, direct or indirect, personal or written. 
Our Lord said that the world could not receive the 
Holy Spirit (14:17), and no one has ever. been led 
to Christ in any part of the world without some 
testimony to the. Lord by life or word. This shows 
the solemnity and importance of our being filled with 
the Spirit, in order that the world may. know of 
Christ, because it is only in proportion to our re- 
ception and experience of the Spirit that our witness 
to Christ will be effectua!. The consciousness that if 
the world is not convicted through Christians it will 
not be convicted at all is one of the most solemn in- 
centives to holiness, earnestness, and world-wide 
evangelization. 

This shows that the Holy Spirit is a unique and 
distinctive feature of Christianity. Other religions 
have their founders, their sacred books, their phil- 
oonny and their ethics, but only Christianity has 
the Holy Spirit, and as the “Spirit of Christ,” the 
“Spirit of truth,” and the “Spirit of grace,” he unites 
the Jesus of history with the Christ of experience. 
It is this that makes the essential message of Chris- 
tianity not “Back to Christ,” but “Up to Christ.”

But in the mysterious counsels of God, Jesus had to 
be out of sight before the Spirit could fill the dis- 
ciples. The irresistible power of Christianity is due 
to the Holy Spirit coming into the life of the be- 
liever.

And the secret 
of our success and failure is the same (Mark 14: 
71; Acts 2:41). (1) 


“Jack.”—I have yet many things to say unto you, 
but ye cannot bear them now (v. 12). The poet 
Campbell makes the old man say, “Tis the sunset of 
life gives me mystical lore, and coming events cast 
their shadows before.” George Macdonald has a 
fine story called “Salted with Fire.” In this he 
holds that to those who live close to Christ is given 
a prophetic sense so God can speak to them of com- 
ing events. We call such people “mystics.” I know 
some such and they are gentle, lovable, quiet, self- 
contained. They have great faith and deep insight 
into things. God has many things to say to his chil- 
dren just as fast as they are able and willing to have 
them said (Mark 4:33; Heb. 5:12). God’s relation 
with you is similar to your relation to Jack. As the 
boy grows and develops more into your will, as his 
life matures and comes to blend more and more into 
your life, you reveal things to him. And then one 
day, if you are a wise father, you take him into 
your inner office or some secure place and, closing 
the door, reveal to the boy all your ambitions and 
hopes for him. Afterward the boy, if he has a 
spark- of manhood, stands for you as never be- 
fore. But you had to patiently wait for “Jack” 
to come along, didn’t you? Well, God does 
just that same thing for his millions of Jacks. Some 
sons “come along,” but many do not. They just re- 
main mere “members of the family.” But the wise 
son gets “next” to his father. There are Christians 
and there are Christians.

In the East, the living union that was 
to be maintained by the illumination of 
the Spirit sought its guarantee in creeds, 
and in the West the witness of all the 
disciples to the life in Christ was cen- 
tered in a single authoritative voice.

gogues (16:2). This meant not merely

To- 
day Jews are urged to attend the syna- 
gogue even if they dislike the form of 
service and do not believe or intend to 
obey what is taught, because such at- 
tendance shows the reality and power 
of Judaism, Zionism, ete. 

Whosoever killeth you shall think 
that he offereth service unto God (v. 2). 
The devotion of the Jews to Judasim 
above all other claims,. takerr along with 
the fact that their dispersion proves 
their own neglect of the voices of the 
prophets, tends to keep alive in many 
lands the suspicion that if it were for 
the advantage of Judasim they would 
not shrink from what is called “ritual 
murder,” what Caiaphas called the ex- 
pediency of one dying for the people. 
The excuse offered by Moslems after a 
massacre of Armenians or other Ori- 
ental Christians is that it delivers the 
Lord from the trouble of keeping alive 
so many infidels! 

He shall glorify me (v. 14). The 
Holy Spirit is the most selfless power 
known to ‘the mind of man. His in- 
dwelling presence can only be known 
by the new. interest and power attaching 
to the things of Christ. As the ancient 
churches of the East and West ceased 
to be an instrument chosen of God for 
the conquest of the world and became 
an institution complete in its offices and 
office-bearers, they ceased to need «the 
testimony and guidance of the Holy 
Spirit. Hence an exalted church -usu- 
ally means a degraded Christ.

fire.” They knew just what to do and 
where to go if they watched it (Exod.

Long afterward the chosen people 
made a golden box, called the Ark of 
God. 1erever this ark went or 
stayed they felt the presence of God 
(Exod. 25: 10-22). sually they kept 
it in the holiest place in their taber- 
nacle or temple. Sometimes they car- 
ried it into battle, hoping that God’s 
presence would win the victory. When 
the ark was taken by the enemy, they 
felt that God’s presence was gone from 
among them (1 Sam. 4). 


Lesson Story. — Years afterward 
Jesus came to live on earth. His dis- 
ciples and friends loved to be-near him, 
for he was their teacher and leader. 
Jesus could not be in every place, so 
it was God’s plan that Jesus should go 
back to his Father in heaven, who would 
send another teacher, helper, and- guide 
who could with everybody who 
wanted him.

Before they ate the Passover 
Supper, Jesus took the bowl of water 
and the towel and bathed the feet of 
his disciples. It was in that same room 
after supper when Jesus talked to them 
about the Vine and the Branches. 

It was still later when Jesus talked 
about a secret which he had told them 
before, but which they did not under- 
stand. This was the secret: that he 
could not be their leader much longer ; 
that he must return to his Father in 
heaven, but that he would not leave 
them alone. He would send to them the 
Spirit of Truth to be their Teacher, 
Guide, Comforter, and Helper. Wher- 
ever they went this Spirit of God would 
go and stay right with them to help 
them to remember and do what Jesus 
had taught them. 4 

This Spirit could make them happy 
even when they were in trouble. God’s 
Holy Spirit had been the helper of 
Jesus all through His life on earth. 
Some of the disciples remembered that 
when Jesus was baptized in the Jordan 
the heavens were opened and the Spirit 
of God descended as a dove upon Him. 

Ever since this Holy Spirit has been 
ready to help and guide anybody who 
listens to his teaching and follows where 


he leads. Jesus said to his disciples: 
The Holy Spirit will teach you all 
things; He will help you to remember; 


He will guide you into all truth; He 
will show you things to come. 

This Holy Spirit is ready to help the 
children, too. Sometimes when you are 
at school or play, can you feel and know 
just what Mother and Father would 
like to have yow’ do, althéugh you can- 
not see them? Just’ so God’s Holy 
Spirit can speak to the heart of a child. 
Sdéme one has written a song to help 
childrén to understand it.

. us lay aside all legal ideas. 
There is no such thing as the law 
of the tithe. There is a principle of the 
tithe. This matter of tithe-giving we 
are not to think of as a symbol of legal 
Judaism. Its claim upon us rests upon 
moral considerations that would have 
made tithe giving the duty of man even 
if the Jewish law had not been enacted. 
Revelation does not create moral ideals; 
it only expresses moral ideals that lie 
in the will of God. If the principle of 
the tithe is to be operative in the pres- 
ent day accordingly it must be oper- 
ative because of the broad moral con- 
siderations that underlie it, ,which, as 
a matter of fact, made the principle of 
tithe-giving operative long before it was 
ever expressed in any of the legal enact- 
ments of the Old Testament legislation,

The Gospel ought to lead and enable 
men to do more than pagans and Jews. 
The Jew in the old dispensation was 
expected to bring his. tithe in addition 
to his taxes and his various offerings. 
The generosity of many pagans equals 
the old Jewish standards. Unless the 
motives of the Gospel are able to lead 
men to give more generously than Jews 
and pagans gave, then the motives of the 

Gospel must be inferior to Judasim 

and paganism. 


The Jew and the pagan faced no 
less difficulties in the way of prac- 
tising a principle like this than we 
face. We face no greater difficul- 
ties than they faced. As a matter of 
fact they did face greater difficulties 
than we.

We need some practical abiding 
principle like this to make sure that 
the principle of stewardship is a 
reality in our lives and that we do 
not inwardly find ourselves swept 
into self-deception. It is the easiest 
thing in the world for a man who 
does not deal with God in the mat- 
ter of obligation as he does with his 
fellows to find that he has not been 
giving God his due.

Money is the most perilous thing 
with which we have to deal, next to 
the baser, sensual nature. In order 
to escape that peril, we need the pro- 
tecting grasp of some great and se- 
cure principle. Who does not know 
how serious this need is? We can 
think of friend after friend who has 
had wealth piled upon him, and we 
have seen the spiritual atrophy, un- 
less he clung to some simple prin- 
ciple of action like this to hold him 
secure.
